Jesse Grant, who is quoted as saying 
that he believes his father, if living to- 
day, would favor the free coinage of sil 
it 16 to 1, has evidently not read his 
father's state papers with care.

It is the subject of very genera] re- 
that Mr. Bryan does net discuss 
the matter of pensions in any of his talks 
to the people. By searching the files of 
The Omaha World- Herald, however, bis 
upon pensions and pensioners are 
well defined.

Another and later development in the same line is an 
advertisement published in various papers and paid for by the 
silver syndicate, stating that in case of Bryan's election 50,000 
men will be at once wanted in the silver mines, and advising 
those who want employment to apply to a given address at 
once. Of course the assertion is a fake, simply for the pur- 
pose of inducing people to vote for Bryan. It is part of the 
machinery ol the campaign of deception and should fool 
nobody.

The advocates of free coinage never tire of declaring 
that what we need is more money. If their theory is right, 
then as our present condition has only prevailed since 1893, !t 
must follow that there has been some great and sudden change 
in our coinage during that time. We all know that this 
business depression began in 1893, and that during 1889, '90, 
'91 and 92, the country was prosperous. We know equally 
well that in 1893, 94 a »d '95, we have lacked prosperity. 

With this sharp change in the condition of the country 
between the two periods, let us test the value of the two ex- 
planations that are offered. First, is it lack of coinage? The 
total coinage each year for six years past, of gold, silver and 
minor coins, is as follows:

Does this look as though we were suffering from lack 
of coinage? During the past three years — three years of hard 
times — our Mints have turned out $55,000,000 more than dur- 
ing the three prosperous years that preceded. The coinage 
oi the Mints in the first nine months ol this present year 
amounts to $47,861,126. In 1894 we added more gold and 
silver to our stock of money than in any year in the last thir- 
teen, and yet 1894 was a year of hard times. 

Lack of coinage, then, fails to explain the present situa- 
tion, because in the face of a largely increased coinage times 
have grown harder and harder. Let us examine their other 
theory, that the trouble comes from failure of the money to 
circulate. It is not practicable to show how much money is 
laid away by private individuals, in banks, safe deposit vaults, 
or elsewhere, because of either lack of investment or fear of 
losses in financial convulsions. The amount howefer which 
lies idle in the United States Treasury is a fair barometer to 
indicate the feeling among conservative owners of money. 

We have had on an average §33,000,000 more lying 
idle each year in the Treasury during our hard times than dur- 
ing our prosperous years. Nearly two-thirds of our annual 
coinage of each year, then, lies idle in the Treasury since 1893. 

It is not lack of coinage, but lack of circulation that 
troubles us. What are we going to do about it? Mr. Bryan 
says more coinage; but if we are already coining double what 
we can get to circulate, how will it benefit us to simply build 
new vaults to store away what we coin? The Government 
can't give money away, and if there is not business enough to 
draw it out of the Treasury, no matter how much we coin, it 
will do us no good. Mr. McKinley says restore business 
confidence by removing the fear of a depreciated currency, then 
restore protective duties so that our manufacturers can employ 
their capital in making the goods we now send our money 
abroad to buy, and we will not only bring out the money 
hoarded now by timid holders, but reduce the idle money in 
the United States Treasury and in bank and safe deposit 
vaults. When that capital can again be safely invested in manu- 
facturing enterprises, it will circulate rapidly, and in the pros- 
perity which always follows, all will have a share.

Huge Grain Elevator, With Con- 
tents, Burned at Chicago.

Chicago, Oct 87.— Fire broke .out at 
noon Monday In one of the two im- 
manie grata elevators of the Chicago 
and Pacific Co., at Cherry street and 
the north branch of the Chicago river. 
'The flames soon got beyond control of 
the Are department, and spread to the 
second elevator. Over l;250,O00 bushels 
of grain were destroyed, and there was 
gxent danger that the lumber yards in 
the vicinity would also be destroyed. 
The Hale & Curtis Matting Co.'s build- 
ing ignited from the heat of the burn- 
ing- elevators, but the fire was ex- 
tinguished after hard fighting. 

The fire started in the engine-room 
of the first elevator and within 15 
minutes the building was a moss ol 
flames. Several alarms In quick suc- 
cession were turned in, but all efforts 
to asyve the elevators were unavailing 
and the department turned its atten- 
tion to protecting adjoining property. 

At 2 o'clock the property los* was 
estimated to have reached over a mil- 
lion dollars and the fire was still be- 
yond control. 

The elevator "A" was a private 
warehouse with 600,000 bushels capaci- 
ty. The other, "Pacific B," with 1.000,- 
000 bushels capacity, was a regular 
house and holds over 800,000 bushels 
of wheat and some corn and oats. The 
locality is as dangerous as could be 
selected for a big firo. The two Pa- 
cific elevators, "A" and "II." were filled 
with wheat, and of Ihemselvel would 
furnish material for a goodly confla- 
gration. 

Directly to the north is the Armour 
elevators, tlie largest in the world, 
stocked up to the roof with grain. To 
the northwest is the immense malting- 
house of Hale & Curtis, while within 
gunshot lie the coal shed and dock of 
the Crescent Coal Co., stocked with 
thousands of tons of bituminous coal. 
Lumber yards In the Immediate vicin- 
ity offer further material for the 
spread of the blue, in addition to 
which there are a number of frame cot- 
tages scattered Wound, 

At 1:10 p. m. the fir* spread to sev- 
eral small frame buildings owned by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway, which were ties trored. When 
the wills of elevator "B" fell in the 
roof was caught h\- i r.ist of wind and 
blown ounvar i. Twenty firemen were 
working directly under it and wore or- 
dered back just in time to escape the 
bnrning roo', wnicli fell within a few 
feet of them.

reported to the government that his 
command surprised a body of rebels at 
Oargnnta Borroa, province of Pinar del 
Rio, And that in the fighting that fol- 
lowing four of the insurgents were 
killed. The Spanish by this victory 
gained possession of a route to 
the ' hills and started to build 
trenohes to defend their position. 
While employed In this work the 
troops were continually fired upon by 
rebels, but no losses were sustained.

A series of bloody 
fights occurred during the two 
days of the pursuit The rebels left 
fll dead on the field, but it is believed 
that their losses wore much heavier 
than this. The troops lost a lieuten- 
ant and 21 privates killed and 110 
wounded, including four captains and 
two lieutenants.'

Annual Report Issued by the 
Marine Hospital Service. 

Danger of Importing Yellow Fever 
Through a New Agency. 



Cohans Eetabllthlos Hoepltele In Sugar

Washington, Oct. 27.— The public 
health report, issued by the murine 
hospital service, brings to attention 
of the authorities the danger of inv 
porting yellow fever from Cuba* 
through a new and hitherto unknown 
agency. Ih\ D. M. Burgess, sanitary 
Inspector at Havana, writes to Sur- 
geon General Wyman under date of 
October 17: 

"1 am informed that the government 
here has appropriated and is already 
suing for hospital purpof.es the exten- 
sive 'almaoenes,' or sugar store hos- 
pitals of Kcgla, which structure it will 
be remembered are situated contigu- 
ous to the wharf on the opposite side 
of the harbor from this city. This 
measure, of course, will Infect those 
buildings and probably much sugar 
may bo stored in them " 

Dr. Burgess says: "Yellow fever does 
not exist to any great extent among 
civilians in this city, which circum- 
stance is probably owiug to the fact 
that but few of such persons have come 
here during the past year who are liable 
to have It. But that disease continue* 
with all its malignancy and perhaps 
increasing numbers among the apnetlab 
soldlera The statistics of tho many 
hospitals in the neighborhood of Hav- 
ana, that is to say, within a radius of 
28 miles or so, can not at present be 
obtained, if ever. 

"Sixty-one of the 05 deaths from 
yellow fever during the week were 
among Spanish sol<" 
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are now supposed to he vaccinated 
either before leaving Spain or on t lie i l 
way here. 

"All the deaths from smallpox were 
among the civilians in poor circum-
